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Former publisher 
writes for News 

A Sierra Madrean who was publisher, editor, 
reporter, janitor and mostly the “one man band” 
of a Sierra Madre newspaper when he was 10 
years old will return to write a wrap-up of each 
Planning Commission meeting for the News. 

Fred Wesley, whose former journalistic talents 
led him to starting and printing a newspaper in 
Sierra Madre when he was a 5th grader at 
Sierra Mesa School, begins a recap of the monthly 
Planning Commission meetings this week. He is 
chairman of that group and promises to write 
a fair appraisal of each month’s activities. 

The Sierra Madre reporter-turned-architect 
started The Grand View Gazette years ago after he 
read a book about a young student who had his 
own newspaper. 

‘‘Most of my stories were about activities on 
my block on Grandview,” he says, until he was 
interviewed by the Sierra Madre News and appeared 
on the front page of the Nov. 22, 1962 edition 
that ran the headline, ‘‘Second Newspaper for 
City.” After that newspaper story, Wesley changed 
the name of the paper to Sierra Madre Gazette 
and subscriptions soared because his territory 
stretched to all-city activities. 

He remembers that he charged 3 cents a copy 
or $1 a year for a subscription. Advertisements were 
50 cents for a half-page ad and $1 for a full 
page. He had ‘‘50 or 60 subscribers” from all 
over town. The paper was usually five or seven 
pages at its peak. 

Actually his newspaper office was in the family 
home and he purchased a mimeograph machine to 
use as a press with his father financing it while 
Wesley paid $5 to $10 a week until the machine was 
paid off. He did most of the work; however, he 
remembers neighborhood classmates who served 
with him: Charlie Hahn as a reporter and Mar-

garet Hahn who had a recipe corner, v 

‘‘I paid my reporters poorly — about 25 
cents a story but most of them volunteered.” 

He published the school menu, reported visitors 
from out-of-town, and spent two to three hours 
each day after school in his endeavor. 

When was publishing day? Well, he started 
trying to scoop the Sierra Madre News by coming 
out on Tuesday but he found he couldn’t get 
all the typing done, so often the paper didn’t 
come out until Thursday. He learned to type then 
by the ‘‘hunt and peck” method, one he still 
uses today. 

His mother drove him around to deliver the 
paper, but she was the only help he had besides 
his occasional reporters-schoolmates. 

‘‘My writing wasn’t sophisticated but it did get 
a little better. Most of the articles were cryptic — 
one to two sentences long. My father would help 
me write some of the articles. “Here,” he points 
to one issue, “my lead story was atoift Yfie~p61ice 
chief retiring and in another lesser story I talk 
about a new civic center that is being planned 
(but never completed),” Wesley explains. 

Where did he get his big news? He spent 
lots of time at city hall, visiting Police Chief 
McMillan and frequented the barber shop for the 
juicy items. 

The young entrepreneur retired a year later, 
when he was 11, because he was ‘‘tired of 
spending all my spare time on the newspaper.” 
He says he has been a frustrated publisher ever 
since. 

Wesley graduated from architecture school at 
use and is now a partner in the firm Pedersen, 
Beckhart, Wesley and Stice, located in Los Angeles. 

He lives in a home he designed and built in 
Marlborough Terrace. 


Two incumbent Sierra Madre City Councilmen 
have decided against running for another term. 

Both Mayor Clem Bartolai and former Mayor 
Carlyle Griffin have opted to give up the gauntlet 
to other candidates for this year’s April election. 

Citing a desire to become involved in other 
endeavors. Mayor Bartolai explained, “Being a 
member of the council requires a tremendous time 
expenditure if the job is done right. 1 have com¬ 
mitted any amount of time necessary; however, 
at this juncture of my life I prefer to have more 
time to use at my own discretion. While being a 
councilman is very gratifying, it is not without its 
disappointments. When I feel a real cohesiveness 
of the council working toward positive goals, it 
provides a lot of satisfaction. On the other hand 
when negativism prevails, whether from the council 
or the public it becomes very disheartening. I sin¬ 
cerely hope I have been an influence in some small 
way toward the betterment of Sierra Madre because 
that’s why I sought the office in the first place.” 

Bartolai first took office in 1980; and his term 
expires at the Apr. 24 meeting when two new 
members will be seated. 

“I feel it is time for someone else to bring new 
ideas and new input to city management. I have 
enjoyed my term on the council and hope that who¬ 
ever follows me will appreciate the honor as I have.” 
Carlyle Griffin answered. 


Mayor Bartolai mentioned a few of his “pet” 
projects that were realized through the past year. 
He said, “There has been more movement and 
activity on projects in this community, such as the 
city yards building, improvements in paving, relo¬ 
cation, certain equipment, equipment shelters, park 
improvement, reservoir reroofing projects, the main 
reservoir at city yards which amounted to re¬ 
habilitation, and new residential construction pro¬ 
jects.” 

He mentioned being responsible for the new 
appeals ordinance which “allows us the liberty of 
choices as to appeals we’ll hear or not hear. 
It’s been the way of the council to listen to all 
appeals regardless of validity. I asked myself why 
we have commissions. The ordinance finally passed 
the council but as yet we’re simply hearing every 
appeal. We’re not using the ordinance as it was 
designed, to allow the council to review the merits 
of certain appeals. We’re just listening to them 
(those who bring appeals) regardless.” 

He added, “It’s been gratifying to work with 
many people since there are so many nice ones.” 

Goals Carlyle Griffin says he has seen come to 
fruition include: 

“I wanted to see the city yards brought to a 
better condition than existed and 1 was able to do

Lemon, Orange, Raisin Tart 

1 lb. golden raisins 
3 small lemons and 3 small oranges 
Vi C (1 stick) unsalted butter 
1 C sugar 

Pastry: 

1 1/3 C all-purpose flour- 
1 Tablsp. dark brown sugar 
Vi tsp. salt 

Vi C (1 stick) unsalted butter, well chilled and 

cut into pieces 
!4 C ice water 

Whipped cream flavored with vanilla and 
sweetened lightly with sugar garnish. 

Place raisins in 2-qt. pan. Cover with 
cold water and bring to boil. Remove from 
heat and let stand 30 minutes. Drain well, re¬ 
serving liquid. Combine liquid with lemon 
and orange slices; bring to boil over medium 
heat and let boil 2 minutes. Remove from 
heat and let stand 30 minutes. Drain well. 
Use V* C butter to generously coat bottom 
of deep 10-in. tart pan; melt remaining !4 C 
in small cup. Sprinkle 1/3 C sugar over 
bottom of tart pan and arrange 1/3 of lemon 
and orange slices over top. Cover with 1/3 of 
raisins. Drizzle 1/3 of melted butter evenly 
over top. Repeat two more times. Set aside. 

For Pastry: Preheat oven to 375 degrees. 
Combine flour, brown sugar and salt in large 
mixing bowl and blend well. Using fingertips, 
work in butter until mixture is consistency of 
oatmeal. Sprinkle with water and form into 
ball, kneading gently. Place on floured work 
surface and pat into 11-in. circle, turning 
dough over once or twice. Set over fruit, 
pressing gently but firmly; tuck excess pastry 
into sides. Prick pastry in several places with 
point of knife to allow steam to escape. Bake 
2 hours (if pastry starts to get too brown, 
cover with piece of foil.) Set serving plate on 
top of tart: invert, remove pan and let stand 
at least 1 hr. Serve with whipped cream. 
Makes 8 to 10 servings^

Search & Rescue 
has weekend duty

On Saturday, Jan. 21, the Sierra Madre Search 
and Rescue Tea responded to two calls for help in 
the local mountains. It started early with a 9:30 call¬ 
out to Bailey Canyon to rescue Bruno Goulet, 
46, of Placentia. 

Goulet had gone for an early morning hike, 
but missed the junction to the upper trail. He con¬ 
tinued on up the canyon bottom when he ob¬ 
served the upper trail above him. In attempting 
to reach the upper trail, he became stranded. 

Thirteen members of the rescue team responded 
using ropes, lowered the uninjured man to the 
canyon bottom. 

At 9 p.m. Saturday 14 rescue team members 
responded to the Hermit Falls area of Big Santa 
Anita Canyon where a hiker had fallen after dark.

At ita regular meeting last Thursday, the Sierra 
Madre Planning Commission voted unanimously 
to reconsider the Conditional Use Permit pre¬ 
viously granted to Robert Farrell for a condo¬ 
minium development at 45 E. Highland Avenue, 
currently under construction. 

This unusual action occurred after the public 
hearings when Marie Hartley, owner of the adjacent 
property to the west, expressed concern to the 
commission that Farrell may have violated one or 
more of the original conditions stipulated by the 
city in granting the Conditional Use Permit.

Eating the wedding 
cake is an ancient ritual. 
Roman grooms tasted the 
wedding “bisquit,” an 
unsweetened cake of 
barley or wheat, then 
broke it over the bride’s 
head to insure fertility. 

Centuries later, Eng¬ 
lish wedding guests ar¬ 
rived with the cake. Each 
brought a small sweet¬ 
ened bun to the wedding 
— to be stacked in a 
pile before the newly¬ 
weds. If they could kiss 
over the mound, they 
would enjoy prosperity. 

A French pastry chef 
had the idea of icing 
the entire mound to form 
a single cake. The cus¬ 
tom spread quickly.

this with the concurrence of council. With my ef¬ 
forts in designing and supervising the construction 
I saved the city approximately $50,000. I also was 
instrumental in working with the Rose Float As¬ 
sociation to develop the Rose Float building. The 
purchase of the “Patchmaster” machine was a 
great improvement to our past method of im¬ 
proving the maintenance of our city streets. I 
also appointed the Beautification Committee who 
ar doing a great job in getting the city’s appearance 
improved. 

“I would like to express my appre¬ 
ciation for the cooperation of our city administra¬ 
tor, Mr. McRea, who in my opinion contributes 
a great deal of expertise and time for the benefit 
of the community. I feel that the council that I 
served with has been a level-headed group that 
have worked well together and constantly with the 
welfare of the city in mind. I’d also like to express 
my appreciation to those who have supported me 
during my term in office.” 

Bartolai named several goals he has not yet 
achieved such as wishing to see a “smoothing out 
of city operations. We have not achieved many of 
them because of lack of funding. There are cer- 


Arcadia teachers threaten strike 


Unless Arcadia Unified School District board 
can come up with answers fast, Arcadia Teachers 
Association members are threatening to strike. 

The board has requested fact-finding for State 
Mediator Thomas McCarthy to head off the possible 
work stoppage. 

“The district wanted no part in fact-finding 
back in November,” said Gena Smith, president of 
the association which is made up of over 91% 
of the teachers. “More than two months after 
the association’s initial request and following an 
84% strike vote by the Arcadia teachers (Jan. 13), 
the district has suddenly become a believer in the 
fact-finding process.” 

The teachers say they believe the association 
must “exhaust all available avenues to reach a non- 
confrontational resolution to negotiation.” 

Smith added, “Teachers are obviously upset. 
The district has manipulated the process and been 
allowed to do so.” 

Jean Voznick, member of the association’s 
executive board, stated, “The teachers are upset 
because four out of the last six times at the 
bargaining table, the board has taken us into 
spring without a settlement.” 

Before Jan. 20 the board offered teachers 
9/10 of 1% toward a salary increase and the 
association takes umbrage to that meager amount 


since, they say, the state has raised its income by 
$913,607 during 1983-84 over 1982-83. Along with 
this raise offered by the Arcadia board was a 1.7% 
in fringe benefits with no binding arbitration. 

Last Friday, the final offer from Arcadia 
Unified School District brought a 2% increase in 
salary and a 1.7% in fringe benefits with no binding 
arbitration. This amount is retroactive to Sep¬ 
tember. 

Teachers have no negotiated salary, there are 
no contracts signed. 

The association, composed of 294 members out 
of 313 teachers in the district, explains, “Teachers 
will continue to inform the community of its 
position on the issues and the district’s delaying 
and nonproductive tactics.” 

Teachers staged “informational picketing” in 
front of all schools before class on Jan. 17, 18 
and 19. 

Elbert Souders, Arcadia superintendent of 
schools, told the News the other side of the story, 
“We are most happy they’re going to fact-finding 
... If they (the teachers) go on strike, I feel sorry. 
Their fight should not be against the 78(X) students 
and the people of Arcadia. They’d be doing grave 
injustice to those students. The fight should be with 
the (|^te) legislature and the governor to get more 
money. The people of Arcadia have supported

Good Tax Records Equal 
Eas ier Return Preparation 

Keeping accurate and complete tax records makes 
tax return preparation easier, the Internal Revenue 
Service advises. 

You should keep the necessary records to pre¬ 
pare a complete and accurate income tax return. Gen¬ 
erally, you should keep your records for as long as 
their contents may be material in administering any 
Internal Revenue law. 

Records that support an item of income or a de¬ 
duction should be kept until the statute of limitations 
for the return expires (generally three years from the 
date the return was due or filed, or two years from 
the date the tax was paid, whichever occurs later). 

Other records that concern income averaging 
or property transactions — Purchase of a home, for 
example — should be kept for as long as they are 
material. 

Copies of tax returns filed should be kept even 
after the cancelled checks, receipts and other records 
are disposed of, since they may be helpful in preparing 
future returns. You should keep them for at least three 
years to conform to the statute of limitations. If you 
are considering income averaging you will need your 
records for the past four years. 

Additional information on maintaining records is 
contained in IRS Publication 552, Recordkeeping 
for Individuals and a List of Tax Publications, avail¬ 
able free by using the mail-order form in your tax 
package.

the school; they are cooperative and supportive. 
The teachers shouldn’t take out after the city, the 
students and the parents.” 

He continued, “McCarthy (state mediator) 
is the only one who can by law certify by fact¬ 
finding.” 

How long could the fact-finding take? “It 
should take a month to six weeks. Both sides bring 
in one person and a third party is chosen by the 
district and the ATA. Those three people dis¬ 
cuss the financial picture and the budget, and 
other things still up for negotiation.” 

How does the superintendent feel about the 
demands of the teachers? 

“The demands are impossible for us to meet 
and keep the school open,” Souders answered. 
“The final offer made Friday was for 2Vo and 
1.7Vo fringe. Last year 2.3Vo was carried over to 
this year making the total package 6.2Vo if you 
add that, plus the 2Vo and the 1.7Vo for the fringe. 
But the teachers don’t consider 2.3Vo as a salary 
increase even though it’s hri additional cost to the 
district. We and La Canada Flintridge received 
the lowest amount of money from the state per¬ 
centage of any other district in the San Gabriel 
Valley. We’re going into deficit financing now 
and our total overall reserves with the offers made 
will be less than 2Vo.” 

How does Supt. Souders feel about the 
picketing? 

“They (the teachers) have every legal right 
to picket. If we had any additional money, they 
would be receiving it.” 

If the teachers decide to strike, what provi¬ 
sions have been made to keep the schools open? 

Souders answered, “The schools will remain 
open. We have a list of 300 qualified substitutes.”

Sierra Madre Commu¬ 
nity Hospital has under¬ 
gone a new name — 
Sierra Madre Communi¬ 
ty Health Center — as 
chosen by the local hos¬ 
pital board members. 

Other news at the hos¬ 
pital is the expected li¬ 
censure for 24 more beds. 


augmenting the total 
number to 49. Plans call 
for converting the un¬ 
used acute care beds 
within the hospital con¬ 
fines, according to Tom 
Harris, administrator 
liaison at the facility. 

Following reconstruc¬ 
tion that is scheduled for 
between one and two 
years from now, the 
Sierra Madre facility will 
have 70 beds.
